The Craise of the Anita Among Suffer- 
ing Mumanity.

Sr. Lovis, Mo., March 2%6.—The Glabe- Demo- 
erat special from its reporter ow the Anita to- 
night speaks of suffering at Goodrich, hereto- 
fore not reported, as foilows: 

“On Board tae Anita, GOVERNMENT Ru- 
Lin EXPEDITION, VIA Mempnis, Tenn., March 
W. —An hour before the Anita departed north- 
ward from Vicksburg Capt. Chapman received 
an urgent message from Capt. Riley, of the 
Anchor-Line boat City of Vicksburg, saying 
there was a sud state of affairs at Goodrich 
Landing, on the Louisiana side, Capt. Riley had 
stopped there the night before, and had given 
the people all his small boats but the 
yawl in order to rescue the flecing 
people from drowning. He asked Capt. Chap- 
man to step there on the way up as a matter of 
mercy. The request was complied with. Capt. 
Chapman soon found that Capt. Riley bad not 
overestimated the danger. For many miles 
above and below Goodrich's, including Edge- 
wood and other smaller landings, there is a mag- 
nificent stretch of cotton-growing country, ex- 
teuding inland from theriver several pianta- 
tions deep. An unusuaily high and well-built 
levee protects this tract, but when the Anita 
arrived there were 

NO LESS THAN TEN CREVASSES, 
some below and some above Edgewood, and the 
water Was passing through them. The largest 
was 150 yards long, and the torrent could be seen 
washing along with a migbty sweep far iniand. 
At several places gangs of levee repairers were 
handling wheelbarrows and working like bea- 
vers to strengthen places where there were in- 
cipient breaks. Just at Goodrich’s, where the 
Anita stopped and Capt. Lee aad Capt. Chapman 
went ashore, there was no break, but the back- 
water from the crevasses below had flied 
in and driven the people out of the town. 
There were 500 of them camped on ‘the 
strip of levee just in front of 
the town, such articles of furniture as they had 
time to get out of the houses being piled up. 
Coverings with carpets and matting were being 
constructed. Some of the mules and cattle had 
been driven upon the levee, a considerable por- 
tion having been drowned. 
THILER LIVES HAD BEEN LOST. 

Anderson Kennedy, & young negro, in trying 
to save a mule, got beyond his depth. Ollie Bu- 
chanun and Sallie Bucuanun, negro children, 5 
and 7 years oid, perished in the hasty flight when 
the water begau to et deep in thé streets 
of the town. The officers of the Anita 
were informed that there wus no longer any 
fears bul mat the people inland would reach 
places of refuge. But the great trouble was to 
get something to eat. The people had lost what 
little provisions they had in the hurried flight, 
and there was notSing iu the store, Mr. Chape- 
Uu, the storekeeper, said, to give out. Good- 
rich's was, without exaggeration, entirely with- 
out fond. There were ö peaple crowded on one 
stretch of levee immediateiy in front vf the 
town, and there were 1.500 altogether whose 
trading and supply point was Goodrich’s, and 
who had been 

DRIVEN OUT OF THEIR HOMES 

into the gin-houses, and were in the same con- 
dition as those on the levee. The Anita’a olfi- 
cers were Urged to stop at Lake Providence, 
make Known the condition, and ask that relief 
be sent immediately. During the brief time the 
boat stopped people were arriving all the time 
from the interior, and occasionally mules could 
be sen being towed on a small raft over the 
fields toward the levees. The narrow strip in 
front of Goodrich’s was only saved by the piling 
of several hundred sacks of earth on weak 
places. Just north of this there was a long 
stretch gone, but a protecting bank running in- 
land saved the greater part of the town from all 
but the backwater, which was stili five feet be- 
low the river's level, but already up to the tops 
of the fences. |

SAFE-BLOWERS. 


They Got Their Work In on the Safe in 
a Milwaukee Grocery, but Used Too 
Much Powder, the Neighberhood Be- 
ing Aronsed by the Terrific Explosion.

MILWAUKER, Wis., March 26.—The criminal 
sensation of the day in this city is abold attempt 
at safe-biowing.

Extensive Conflagration at Richmond,

RICHMOND, Va,, March 26,—About nogn today 
the southern * of the Richmond & Peters- 
burg Railroad bridge was discovered on fire, 
and when the firemen arrived the whole struct- 
ure was ablaze and soon tumbled into the river. 
When the flames reached the Kichmond end of 
the bridge they seized upon the large four-story 
brick tobacco factory of T. M. Rutherford & Co., 
which was quickly destroyed. The fire, spread- 
ing with frightful rapidity, laid in ashes the 
large brick tobacco factories of R. A. Patterson 
& Co. and T. C. Williams & Co., three tobacco 
stemmeries of J. A. Hutehinson, two stemmeries 
of C. R. & F. D. Barksdale, the stemmery of 
Adoru & Edwards, the Vulcan Iron Works, 
operated by Bruce & Archer, twenty 
tenements occupied by poor people, about 
300 feet of trestle connecting the Tredegar 
Iron Works with cho Kichmond & Petersburg 
Railroad, ten new freight-cars of the Tredegar 
Company, T. P. Smith's grist-mill, and a number 
of minor buildings and a quantity of coal and 
lumber. At the southern or Manchester end of 
the bridge the fire destroyed the Virginie Mining 
& Mauufacturing Company's kaoline works. 
The total lass is estimated at $500,000 to $600,000,

bank became insolvent the State of 
Missouri was a preferred creditor, 
and that he (Gates) by paying 
into the State Treusury the sum of $134,470.31, 
became a creditor of the insolvent bank with 
all the prior rights enjoyed by the State 
of Missouri. the paper aflirms that 
Coates had in his bands $300.00 of the 
bank's money, but that he refused to 
settle with the piaintifs except by dividends 
aud in the same ratio that he aid with other 
creditors, To recover the tull amount due him, 
Mr. Gates brings suit against the Assignee of 
the defunct bank, and bis suit raises the very 
important question whether or not*the State 
was a preferred creditor of the Mastin Bank.

A MANUAL TRAINING-SCHOOL IN CHI- 
CAGO, 


The Commercial Club of this city, on the 
occasion of its monthly dinner on Saturday 


i evening last, inaugurated a step in educa- 


tional reform of the greatest importance. At 
each of its dinner meetings it is the custom 
of the club te discuss some question of gen- 
eral public interest. On Saturday evening 
the question presented was: How to in- 
crease the supply of skilled labor; the need 
of schools of instruction in the mechanic 
arts.“ 

The question was stated and the discussion 
opened by Mr. Spragae, President of the 
elub, and continued by Messrs. Keith, Crane, 
Biatesford, Moulton, Crerar, and other mem- 
bers of the club. Prof. Peabody, of the 
Champaign (III.) College, present as a guest, 
made some remarks and exhibited specimens 
of the mechanical work of the students of 
his institution, and the Rev. Arthur Little, 
also a guest, made an interesting speech; 
and papers were read by Messrs. Jacobson 


that purpose by Mr. Murry Nelson and Mr. 
ecutive Committee of the club. 


took a wide range and showed a deep inter- 
est in and much thought upon the general 
subject of education. It showed also that 
the attacks upon the methods of teaching in 
the public schools by Messrs. Adams and 
Atkinson, and the Walton report on the 
schools of Norfolk County, Massachusetts, 
have produced an effect upon the minds of 
thoughtful readers. This effect is a shock 
to the old-time confidence in the efficiency of 
the public-school system. 

The need of reform, in a word, is deeply 
and widely felt; and thus the ground was 
laid for a favorable reception of the views of 
the gentlemen selected to present the claims 
of the Manual Labor Training-School 
scheme. That the club was powerfully im- 
pressed is shown by the issue of the discus- 
sion—the raising on the spot of $65,000 for 
the establishment of a school in Chicago on 
the plan of the manual training-school in 
successful operation in St. Louis. 

Mr. Marshall Fie!d’s magnificent proposi- 
tion to subscribe $20,000 on condition that the 
other necessary $80,000 should be subscribed, 
was promptly responded to in sums of $5,000, 
82.500, $2,000, and $1,000; and it was tacitly 
understood at the close of the meeting that 
no person outside the elub should be asked 
to subscribe—that the enterprise should be 
inaugurated and sustained by the ciub alone. 

The scene was a splendid exhibition of gen- 
érosity and public spirit. The greatest en- 
thusiasm and heartiness prevailed, and every 
member of the club seemed to feel a just 
sense of pride in the worthiness of the object 
sought to be accomplished. 

A significant feature of the occasion is the 
fact that no concealment was made of the 


opinions of the advocates of the movement 


that it is wholly of an experimental nature; 
that it is undertaken with the view of 
demonstrating to the people at large the 


| practicability of joining practical to theoret- 


ical education in the public schools of the 
country. It is notice to the public that the 
Commercial Club of Chicago, composed of 
sixty of the most prominent and influential 
merchants and members of this community, 
believes that the common-school system is 
susceptible of vast improvement; and in sup- 
port of this opinion the club puts up a round 
bundred thousand dollars! 

Tue Tumors is proud of the work of Sat- 
urday evening asin some part due to its ar- 
dent advocacy for the past twelve months. 
The Manual Training-School for Chicago, 
with a capacity of 120 pupils, may be consid- 
ered a fait accompli. The Commercial Club 
has nndertaken to raise sufficient money to 
build and equip it and support it for a period 
of five years. The people will watch the ex 
periment with the deepest interest. The 
school will doubtless be attacked as that at St. 
Louis was during the late discussion of the 
subject in Tue Trisunr. As our columns 
were open then to attacks, satirical and al- 
most malignant, so now they will be free to 
fair discussion and candidcriticism. But we 
predict for the projected school a splendid 
success; and we look forward confidently to 
the incorporation into the public-school sys- 
tem of the theory and practice of its conduct. 
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A CHANGE IN THE IRISH LAND QUES- 
TION. 

The Irish Jand question is about to assume 
achange. The Tory party of England has 
been the last bulwark of feudalism—the last 
defender of the right to the soil by the lord 
of the manor over the yeoman who tills it. 
This mght has been discarded and destroyed 
over the greater part of Europe. In France, 
Beigium, Holland, and in the greater part of 
the German and Scandinavian States this old 
feudal land system has been exploded; the 
Governments have dispossessed the landlords, 
and have partitioned the land among the tillers 
of the soil. Even little Denmark dispossessed 
the feudal chiefs a few years ago, paid them 
for their land, and planted upon it as own- 
ers the men who cultivate it. 

In the British Isles the old Norman feudal 
tenure, based on confiscation and robbery, 


civilization, the Tories as a body and a 
large part of the Whig landlords defending 
the right of the few to the exclusive pos- 
session of the soil. 

Mr. Gladstone’s Land bill was the first blow 
at the supremacy of the feudal land system 
in Ireland. It swept away the theory that 
the landlord’s rights were superior to the 
law, and also the otner fiction that occupiers 
had no rights save those conceded to 
them by the landlords whose title-deeds 
rested on robbery. That Land bill was re- 
sisted to the utmost and was only made a law 
by reason of the inflexible earnestness of the 
great British statesman. Every effort to 
break down the Irish Land act nas been made 
and has failed, and now there has arisen a 
new crisis. Under the action of the Land 
Courts the rents brave been reduced to the 
hire of the naked land. Possession with a 
property interest in the lease and in every- 
thing in the form of improvement or better- 
ment made by the tenants have been granted 
to them, with “fair rent” fixed judicially, 
at arate which cannot be increased, and the 
whole property of the tenants given salable 
value as great if not greater than that of the 
land itself. 

Mr. Gladstone has recently been compelled 
by a peremptory vote of the Commons-to 
crush out an effort on the part of the land- 
lords to control the action of the Land Courts, 
and this last measure will probably produce 
another rapid stride in the overthrow of 
feudal tenures. 

This last movement on the part of the 
Tory party is to demand parliamentary legis- 
lation providing for the purchase of the land- 
lords’ tities in Ireland by the Government,

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This adoption in Ireiand of the land sys- 
tem so successfully in operation in France, 
Belgium, Germany, and other European 
countries will undoubtedly be the best and 
wisest, because @ final, settlement of the 
land question. But the possibility of exe- 
euting such a system depends greatly on the 
point of who is to execute it. If the Tories 
are in power, the prices to be paid for the 
land will probably be thirty vears’ purchase 
on a basis of the old high rents, which 
means that the selling price shall equal thir- 
ty years’ rent of the land. If made by the 
Liberal party, it will be based on, say, wen- 
ty-five years’ rental under Gladstone’s Land 
act, instead of the old high rack-rents. The 
difference is an immense one. Shall the 
landlords be paid for their land at a price 
eomputed on a rental value of $10 to $15 per 
acre per annum, or at a rental value of $5 to 
#10 per acre? Should the Tories, represent- 
ing the landlords, have the fixing of the prices 
to be paid for purchasing the land, they 
will repeat under the name of purchase mon- 
ey the rack-renting policy to such an extreme 
that it will be insufferable, and the whole 
thing break down. The farmers would be 
unable to make their payments éither of pur- 
chase money or the interest, and the land 
would be left on the hands of the Govern- 
ment unsold and unsalable, apd the public 
hardships would be intensified. To this end 
the Tory or landlord party, by their new 
scheme, seek to bring the land question. They 
propose on the surface a measure of radical 


executed in the most intolerable severity, 
that it may utterly fail, and thus possibly 
restore the old system of arbitrary owner- 
ship and slavish tenancy. 

This alliance between the rack-rent land- 
lords and the “no-rent” Land League tan 
produce no good, nor is it intended to do so. 
It is an intrigue to defeat the execution of 
the present Land law, and if possible over- 
throw the present Minifry. 

It is possible, however, that should the 
Irish Land League and the Tory landlords 
unite upon a scheme for the extinction of 
landiordism in Ireland by the purchase of 
the land and its division among the people 
the Liberal party may itself propose 
substantially the same ora better measure, 
and thus by one blow settle the question of 
land tenures in Ireland forever. 

POPULAR EDUCATION IN FRANCE, 

It is a significant mark of the solid prog- 
ress of republicanism in France, and of the 
determination of its people that there shall 
be no intervention of the clericals in matters 
of State, that the French Assembly in both 
branches has passed the Primary Education 
bill, which not only rescues the children’s 
schools from Papal interference, but makes 
education compulsory. 

Under the régime of M. Ferry the Govern- 
ment freed the higher schools and the uni- 
versities from dogmatic control. Had the 
Gambetta Ministry remained in power, with 
Paul Bert at the head of education, still more 
radical measures would probably have been 
inaugurated, but his experience in the Min- 
istry was short. His place has been filled by 
M. Ferry again, and he has carried 
out the secular educational work he 
commenced last year with such energy 
that France has taken another long 
step forward in real republicanism and to- 
wards separation ot Church and State. The 
Primary Education bill makes education sec- 
ular. The priests have always claimed the 
right to occupy a portion of the school time 
in the teaching of the catechisms and dog- 
mas of the Church. The result has been 
that the children left school with very little 
secular education, many of them not even 
learning to write or cipher.“ Now this is to be 
all changed, ahd in school hours nothing but 
secular studies, such as reading, spelling, 
writing, geography, history, arithmetic, 
and music, can be taught. The Government 
no longer pays for “religious” teaching, 
and orders the clergy to keep away from the 
pupils in school hours, It may open its own 
catechism schools if it is willing to pay for 
them. It may teach “religion” put of 
school hours in any manner it sees fit, just 
as in this country; but no priest or “ relig- 
jous teacher can absorb any of the time 
which the State devotes to secular studies 
in teaching Church dogmas. 

In short, the French Parliament have 
adopted the American secular system of free 
schools, to be supported by local taxation 
and grants of money from the State—with 
the addition of the German system of com- 
pulsory attendance between 7 and 14 years 


of age. 
In making primary education free, and 


compulsory, and secular France has shown 
great wisdom. The two fundamental condi- 
tions of republicanlsm are free secular edu- 
cation and separation of Church and State. 
To the extent she has accomplished this, 
France has grounded herself upon the essen- 
tials of a Republic. 
REMOVING TAX-BURDENS. 

The forthcoming action of the Ways and 
Means Committee in agreeing to take off cer- 
tain old internal-revenue taxes, which are 
only burdens upon business and no longer 
needed, and which were levied during the 
War times for purposes of special revenue, 
will commend itself to the general public. 
So long as the necessity for these taxes ex- 
isted there was a good reason. for them; 
when that necessity has ceased to exist, there 
is no reason for continuing them, and the 
argument is all the stronger when such taxes 
are simply for profits to monopolies, and are 
unnecessarily enhancing the prices of the 
necessities of life. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
estimates that the removal of these taxes will 


make the following changes in the total of

This reduction of small taxes cau work no 
harm to the revenue and wiil take a great 
burden off the people. The bank taxes were 
war taxes, levied when revenue had to be 
sought from every available source, but that 
demand no longer exists. There is no more 
reason now why a bank check should be 
taxed than there is for taxing’ a note of hand 
or other business document, which had to be 
stamped in war times, and as these latter an- 
noyances have been removed there is no 
good reason why the check-stamp should not 
be removed also, which may not be much of 
a burden except to small dealers, but is cer- 
tainly an immense annoyance. 
The taxes on proprietary medicines and 
perfumeries are equally unnecessary, since 
they are simply taxes to pay profits to 
monopolists, and their removal can be made 
without any prejudice to the revenne; and 
dhe same argument more than holds good 
with reference to matches, which are indis- 
pensable necessaries in every household, for 
the match-tax is not simply a question of in- 
ternal revenue, but beneath thisis found the 
ravenous greed of the monopolists in an 
articie of daily consumption. The New York 
Times in commenting upon the proposition to 
remove the match-tax, says:

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Matches are a necessity in every family. 
Perhaps no article in daily use is more nec- 
essary. The manufacture of them is monop- 
olized by a few manufacturers, who have 
driven the little ones out of the market. The 
cost of manufacture is very small. the most 
expensive material being pine wood. Auto- 
matic machinery is used. The labor is the 
cheapest that>can be had—that of boys and 
girls, employéd at very low wages—and the 
manufacturers reap enormous profits by rea- 
son of this tax, which is so arranged as to 
give them a monopoly. The consuther pays 
twice as much as he ought. He not only 
pays the regular price for the matches, but 
the tax upon them and a profit on the tax. 
In plain words, the tax is a swindle. The 
Government does not need the revenue. The 
tax interferes with the comforts and neces- 
sities of life, and it is all the more unjust be- 
cause the injustice falls upon every person. 
It is blood-money wrung out of the general 
necessity, for which there is not a shadow of 
excuse, and Congress will receive the thanks 
of the whole community in compelling these 
ravenous monopolists to take off their 


clutches.

A ARECROW. 

A sheet in Kansas City, whose subscribers 
have not the slightest interest in a tariff 
for protection with incidental revenue,” 
strings together the following chain of ab- 
surd suppositions: 

Now, on the other hand, let us suppose that 
our tarii? laws are repealed. Then let us sup- 
pose that, in accord with Euslisn practices, 
every steamer pours into our ports thousand 
aud thousands of bales of manufactured 
goods of every kind! Let us suppose 
that England giuts the market as sie 
has boasted of doing before! Let us sup- 
pose that our manufactories reduce the wages 
of their empiloyés to compete with this flood of 
goods. Suppose that they fail in the effort as 
they have done before! Suppose then that all 
these workmen commence to produce tatoes, 
corn, and wheat; suppose that tue Engiisa then 
put up the prices of their goods; suppose that 
the largely increased production of these arti- 
cles brings down their value, and we have to 
send abroad buiky, cheap goods for light, high- 
priced goods. 

It would be aifficult to conceive more pre- 
posterous stuff. In the first place, who pro- 
poses to repeal our tariff laws? It is not 
known that there is one single member of 
Congress who would vote to abolish all 
revenue from imports. The so-called free- 
traders only ask for a “revenue tariif.” 
Such a tariff would levy enough duties to 
support the Government; but duties would 
not be imposed for the purpose of prohibit- 
ing imports, orrunning up domestic goods 
on consumers to two prices, as is done under 
the present tariff. Under a judiciously- 
framed revenue tariff there is nota particle 
of danger of England “glutting the mar- 
ket.” In 1850/6061, under a low revenue 
tariff, she was wholly unable to glut our 
market with her wares. On the contrary, 
American mantfactures were rapidly find- 
ing their way into the ports of other nations 
in suecessful competition with English 
goods. 1880 was a quite prosperous year for 
American “manufactures, altho the tariff 
scarcely averaged 20 per cent on imported 
goods. It was a vastly more prosperous 
year than either of 1873, 74, °75, 76, °77, or 
78, during all of which years there existed a 
tariff framed for “protection with inci- 
dental revenue,” and levying on consumers 
from 50to 100 per cent for the benefit of 
manufacturers ou nearly all the necessaries 
of life. 

But the silliest “ supposition” in the above 

extract is that which “supposes” that all the 
workmen of manufactories in the United 
States, in case the tariff should be reformed 
toarevenue standard, would instantly quit 
work in the faetories and shops, rush into 
the rural districts, turn farmers, and com- 
mence producing potatoes, corn, and wheat.” 
Why did not. the employés of the factories 
and furnaces abandon their situations in 
1857, 58, 59, 60, and 61. when the tariff was 
reduced to 20 per cent, and rush off into the 
country and go to farming? Where would 
the factory-hands find the capital to buy 
farms, and stock and equip them? How 
many mechanics’ families, brought up in 
towns and cities, have any agricultural 
knowledge, or taste for the hard work and 
solitary life of the farmer? The artisans 
who have accumulated some money would 
be the last class of people to sell out in the 
towns and venture into the wilderness to try 
the experiment of pioneer farming—meeting 
the hardships which families on wild land 
must encounter and endure. 
During the high protective tariff and panic 
years from 1875 to 1879, the lack of employ- 
ment caused a fall in wages of from W to 50 
per cent, and goods and wares were manu- 
factured in this country below present 
European prices. Why did not the trades- 
unionists and laborers flock on to tarms 
rather than submit to the reduction of 
wages? Not one in a hundred tried the 
farming experiment, and the few that did 
soon drifted back into the cities, 

No, the current is all the other way. It 
is the young men and women of the country 
who constantly migrate into the cities, while 
it is a rare exception for city people to aban- 
don town-life and all its allurements for the 
bard work, solitude, poor recompense, and 
no amusement of farming existence, No 
humbug is more laughable and preposterous 
than the ragged scarecrow set up by the 
Kansas City sheet, that everybody in the cities 
will go West, and commence raising cabbage, 
onions, and corn, if the present excessive 
and oppressive tariff were lowered and re- 


The Long-Needed Locomotive, 

During the past few years the railroad 
managers have acvomplished much in decreas- 
ing the discomforts of travel. Steel rails, a more 
perfect road-bed, better day Coaches, dining- 
cars, and Puliman sleepers have contributed a 
certain amount of pleasurable comfort to long 
journeys, which in che old order of things were 
seldom undertaken, except at the urgent cail 
of business or domestic affliction. There ro- 
mains, however, one thing to be done, and that: 
is the abolition of the smoke and cinder nui- 
sauce. The commefcial travelers and the ever- 
wandering sons and daughters of Thespis, who 
form a large part of the journeying pub- 
ic, bave in a measure become habituated 
to this discomfort, and by the exercise 
of a little ingenuity have succeeded in 
mitigating its ofifensiveness. But wo to the 
inexperienced voyageur and to the women 
and children, whether their tickets entitle them 
to seats in first or second class cars, parior- 
coaches, or sleepers. They must inbale volumes 
of sulphurous smoke every time the car-door 
is opened, and the unclosed window is Simply a 
trap wherein to attract myriads of cinders and 
unconsumed particies of carbon, ali of which 
speedily nud a lodgment in the clothes and on 
the person of him or her who does not know the 
ropes. To open the ventilator of a sleeping-car 
ig simply to invite half a peck of dirt, which in 
the morning imparts to the sheets and blankets 
a decided salt-and- pepper bue, sticks to the 
neck, hair, and ears of the weary traveler with 
the closeness of a brother, and makes him a fit 
subject for a prolonged visit to a Turkish bath.

There 
would be none of the wear and tear caused by 
the presence of cinders in the valvular and other 
sensitive parts of the locomotive; there would 
be no sharp carbon particles to wear away the 
paint and varnish on the outside of the cars.

A REMARKABLE ESCAPE. 


James J. Ciyburn, a South Carolina

At Rathdowney, Couuty Queens, Saturday, the 
Rev. Mr. Peeban, à priest, was prosecuted for 
using seditious language. The charge was that 
he read at a meeting a paper purporting to bea 
statement of the Lishop of Nevada that, if he 
(the Bishop) bad been intprisoned as a suspect, 
he would have iseucd a manifesto calling the 
people to arms instead of urging them to pay no 
rent. The magistrates ordered Father Feehan 
to tind £400 bail or go to prison six months, 
Feehan refused to give bail and was taken to 
Maryborough Prison. He was made to travel 
twenty miles across the country, escorted by 
eavairy and infantry, the authorities fearing a 
collision with the populace if he should be 
taxen by railway. Rathdowney was crowded 
with troops and police during the beara of 
the case, and the people were forbidden to as- 
sembie. On the arrival of Father Feehan at 
Maryborough the tradesmen closed their shops, 
ulthough it was market-day.

Boynton, Baxter, and Bliss, and Their 
Qvarre)s. 
Dispatch to St. Louts Gtobe- Democrat. 

Baxten Sprrves, Kas., March 22.—I met Dr. 
Boynton this morning in the rotunda of the 
Occidental Hotel, where he was engaged in a 
four-handed game of casino, that bema_, it was 
said, bis favorit game for pastime.

He could 
not for the life of him imagine how in the world 
the newspaper men had got hold uf it, as it had 
Ouly been intended to be shown to a few Con- 
gressmen who were friends to the Gardeid fam- 
ily. He said that he had taken especial pains to 
keep timself clear of all newspaper coutrover-

A BRIEF BUT SPICY SERMON. 
Spectai Oisyatech to The Chitago Tribuna 
New York, March 2%.—Geury Ward Beecher’s 
sermon in Piymouth Church todey was much 
shorter than usual. He spoke for only thirty 
minutes, but during that time be talked about 
the government of cities in general, and New 
York and Brooklyn in particular, expressed 
very decided pro-Chinese sentiments, paid the 
Irish a number of left-handed compliments, and 
gave some of his ideas about the proper work of 
Christian churches, brietly ¢peaking upon the 
proposition that a clear perception of right and 
wrong was the fundamentai law of civilization. 
Mr. Beecher said the tendency of civilization 
was to cencentration, and in every country 
large cities become necessities, The political 
forces of the country were in our cities. In 
New York and Brooklyn 
SPECIAL TROUDLES 
were added to those encountered in other large 
cities. Those two cities were the guifs into 
which the streams of immigration turned their 
mightiest floods. Mr. Beecher was not opposed 
to immigration. He wanted it. But there was 
one tide of immigration that made us trouble, 
He might as well speak piainiy. He meant the 
Irish. The Irish vote gave a great deal of trouble 
in New York and Brooklyn. The mercurial Lrish 
race stood alone. They were“ most admira- 
bie people thag ever abominated the earth.” 
They had been the ablest destroyers of nations 
that ever existed, but they had never built a na- 
ton. The Irish, pure and simple,and unadul- 
terated us they cume to us, were 
THE GREATEST TROUBLE TO US. 
By-and-by they would prove one of the most 
enriching elements that ever came among us. 
Yet, good as they werein labor, they did make 
trouble io our municipal governments. “ Thank 
God,“ said Mr. Beecher. we are able in our 
youth to stand ft, and Ireland has not many 
more to send us.” The Germans were more 
nearly allied to our institutions than any other 
immigrants. Next to them came something or 
anything, and, last and best of all, came the 
Chinese. It was said that a German could five 
on what an American threw away, 
Jew on what the avérare man dis- 
carded, and the Chinese on what the 
Jew threw away. “It is just because the Cu- 
nese could tive on leas end do more than the 
irish,” said Mr. Beecher, that they have 
BROUGHT ON THEMSELVES THE TIRADES OF 
THE PRESENT DAY 
and the legislation of a fool Congress. [Ap- 
plause.} Nations are constantly going up in the 
scale vi civilization, and men are needed to do 
the lower work that must be done. The ander- 
work is what this country is absolutely hungry 
for. Hero is a vation ready todo this work for 
us—a nation which from the habits of centuries 
delights in doing it, and we shut against it the 
Golden Gate. God writes down asses against all 
the men wbo voted for it. Tuat's my opinion on 
that subject.” [Applause.] 
MR. BEECHER HAD BEEN GROWING MORE 
AND MORE EXCITED 
during the five minutes that preceded this dec- 
luration. His face had become flushed, his gest- 
ures more energetic, and he spoke at the 
top of his voice. As he paused for 
breath an uncontrollable outburst of applause 
came from the congregation, Probabiy not 
since the days of the War, when the Piymouth 
pastor used to arouse bis hearers with fiery ser- 
tnons upon National issues, has there been such 
an emphatic demonstration. Very few clapped 
their banda, but it seemed as if nearly every one 
in the church stamped his or ber feet, and there 
was a scarcely subdued murmur of approval. 
Mr. Beecher seemed somewhat taken back by che 
intense feeling he bad aroused. It was noticed 
that Mr. Beecher was pale after this effort, and 
he did not regain his usual ruddy complexion 
during the services.

BALZAC’S WIDOW 


Ruined by the Gric-a-Brac Mania. 
Paris Correspondence New York Sun. 
“In virtue of au order of the President of the 


sale by public auction of objects, art, 
furniture, Oriental bronzes, Chi porce- 
lain, cloisonaé enamels, old pictures, mag- 
nifiicent Coromandel screens, 2.500 volumes 
of books, ete., belonging to madame the widow 
Honoré de Balzac, 5, 6, 7, 8 9, . 11, 12 March, at 
1 o'clock, at the Chateau de Beautiegard, at 
Villeneuve, Saint Georges, near Paris.“ Suchis | 
the brief epilog of a curious career as set forth 
in the fat black type of a vellow poster that now 
figures on the blank walls of Paris. Mme. de 
Balzac is to be sold up. 

This event is pot a surprise for the Parisians, 
for the conduct of Mme. de Balzac, and more 
especially of her daughter, the Countess Mnis- 
tech, bas been such of late that some such 
epilog was almost imevitabie. The ‘ountess 
Mniszech bad a mania for buying. At the 
Uaiversal Exhibition in 1878 she bought im- 
mensely, and ever since the mania bas be- 
come stronger and stronger. The Chinese and 
Japanese curiosity stores were ransacked; then 
came the turn of pictures, and lastly of dia- 
monds. The Countess bought vf Goupu & Co. 
upward of $200,000 worth of pietures; of Hague 

. twice that amount: of Peht and Feral 
; in all $1,000,000 worth of pict- 
ures. Ot Bou in the Palais Royul. 
she bought $240.00 worth of diamonds. 
bibelets and costiy furniture were 
pourat oo the same princely scale, and all 
within the space ot the two years that foilowed 
the Universe! Exhibition. The sight of the mar- 
vela of the Worid’s Fair turned che Countess’ 
head. But it is one thing to buy, and another o 
ay; and the Countess Moiszech did not pay.

ures that she had bought, for which she 
had not paid.

not announved publicly as that of Mme. de Bal- 
vue d property, vut the real facts were known to 
nll but outsiders.

Here it must be stated that 
after Baizac’s death Mme. de Balzac married the 
painter Gigoux, and it appears that it was 
at the inetigation and under the guid- 
ance of Gigoux and with the complicity 
of ber mother that the Countess Mniszech mude 
ber purchases., The tribunal therefore deter- 
mined to bold the mother responsible, within 
the limits of her fortune, for the extravagances 

ter. ‘The name of the widow, 
Honoré de , is doubtiess used as being 
better known than that of Gigoux, and probabiy 
asa means of advertisimg the sale. For that 
matter, perhaps not a huadred peopie in Paris 
kuow of the existence of Gigoux, who is now 
over 70 years ot age, much less of nis marriage 


From the few details that I have stated it will 
be seen that the affair is somewhat complicated 
and delicate.

mental state, and bence are entitled to the same 
authority. But, outside of a few things, the re- 
lirious life must rest upon the probubie, or upon 
fuith, as is the case in all the other work of lite. 

With these thoughts before us, let us now 
look at some of the probabilities in religion; 
some of the things that are so highly probable, 
so well estublished in religion as to leave but 
little room for questioning, and as to be a foun- 
dation for faith and bence fur action. 

Our reasonings have brought us to & point 
where the whole fleid of religious taought opens 
up, and migut justiy be considered; some points 
of which, ef course, would seem more probabie 
than others—that 18, the probabilities would 
bave less room for uncertainty. But to enter 
this held exhaustivelg would be to discuss all 
that there is in oxtursl and revealed religion. 
This we cannot even attempt in the closing halt 
ofasermon. Hut itis ible tu sugwest a few 
leading points that indicate the bearing and 
autbority of this kind of reasoning. 

Let us begin with the one doctrine that under- 
lies albreligion, the existence of God. Outside 
of the experiences of the beart no one can say 
that, strictly speaking, be knows that there isa 
God. Ne one bas seen Him: veo one has audibly 
heard His voice. It is nota Kind of knowledge 
that comes under senses. If He exists at ull, 
He is a spirit, and must be kKoown by the reason 
or by the beart. Leave the beurt knowled 
out pow, and look at the mental probatii- 
ities in the . se are twofold. in the 
tirst place it ls not possible for any wind to form 
any argument against the existence of such a 
Being. There is no way to begin; no pace in 
thought or fact from which to start, aud no pos- 
sible method of procedure. An argument to 
disprove God bus never been serivusiy vader- 
taken, and never will be. All that any thinker 
assumes is that the evidence of such a Being in 
the universe is not conclusive; or, ta other 
words, if He exist we cannot kaow it. Men have 
argued and do argue against moustro is or con- 
tradictory conceptions of God, but not against 
His existence. But, un the other band, there 
are very many facts that point to the probabili- 
ty of such a Bemg. The thought, the concep- 
tion of God, has ever been in some form in the 
human mind; whence did it arise, if He is not? 
The universe is evidently suggestive of a plan, 
ot design, and bence of a designer. Thus 
no argument can de found on the 
one side, and all the facts point 
to one conclusion on the otber side. And hence 
there is a evse of such preponderance—of such 
overmastering probability in favor of the fact— 
that very few minds feel calicd upon even to 
question it, and of those who do, the most that 
they can say is we are not certain: we do not 
koow it.” But to such as these the probabilities 
would weigh powerfully upon avy question in 
human affairs. 

As another suggestive or leading question let 
us look at the iwmortality of tne soul. And 
here again we have the same double fact as be- 
fore, but in a modified form. Iwill not say that 
an argument cannot be framed against the 
soul's continued life after death. Such a ryu- 
ments are possible and not uncommon. The 
materialist may reason from appearances. The 
person often seems to die; there is no visible 
evidence that any life or sou! bas survived. 
Nature teaches the continued life of animal and 
vegetable on earth, but the tree or animal 

ying does not live again. It is another 
life coming to take its place. But, on the other 
hund. no one claims to prove or to know that 
the soul is not immortal. The most that can be 
attempted is to show the possi bi.ities in the case, 
and these. it must be admitted, are not all on 
one side. Even the giaterialiet believes in the 
conservation of turce, or what answers to these 
terms, as existing now in man. And if s, what 
becomes of reason, of love, of hope; what be- 
comes of these powers that have created such 
wighty and beautifni worlds here? Where do 
they go ut death? in wbatformare they coo- 
served? And then, again, all the arguments 
from design, and from the continuity of law and 
development in Nature—xrguments 80 streagth- 
ened now by the doctrine of evolution; and tne 
arguments from reuson and justice come in to 
strengthen the probability of the soul's life in 
some otber state. And from all this there arises 
so weighty apresumption that we do live on 
after death that it would seem all thoughtfni 
souls should be intiuenced by such probability. 
or even possibility. 

Or, let us take another question: the probabie 
nature of the life beyond, and the probable in- 
fluence of the present life in affecting future 
destiny. The presumption would certainly seem 
to be that it s the present life that is carried 
over or continued, and that the laws that gov- 
ern here will goverp there; and that huppiness 
or misery will depend largely upon mental and 
spiritual states. One would bardly, reasoning 
trom analogy, suppose any entire reversal or 
change of these thiuge. Aud we all know that 
here in this lite one part or age is preparatory 
for another. Youth looks to manhood: man- 
bood to old age, and the resuits of one part of 
life are carried on to another. A studious youth 
means a tbougutful manhood; industry and 
morality in early life look to pienty and peace 
in later years. Aud so the probabilities are that 
this life is preparatory for the next, and that 
— shall reap in eternity as we have sown in 
time. 

We may apply the same reasoning to the Bi- 
ble, und to Christ. an to a spiritual life. it 
does not scem improbable that a higher mind 
should stoup down to instruet the lower, that 
the Fatber should in some way reveal His will to 
mankind. The supposition is ratber wholir in 
favor of such being the case. We have a oook 
that ciaims to be sucha revelation, ano there 
are many things that reoJer it probable that the 
claim is just. Historically this book indicates a 
Vast movement from. the lower to the upper, 
and from the outer to the inner, historically 
it reveais a great moral purpose and spiritual 
development, it somehow possesses a strange 
power over the beurt, and halds irom age to 
age the secret of the soul's best life and purest

The probabilities are that somehow the inspi- 
ration of God is there. And soof Christ. de 
probabilities would seem to be that u race bear- 

the image of God would und some one to 
fully express that image in some such way as 
did Jesus Christ. The presumptions are that a 
world in need and sin would so draw upon the 
—— beart as to call forth a Sa- 
or. 
teachings, His love, His death were ali on that 
bigher plane that marks the goings forth of the 
Almighty. His power over the hearts of men 
was from the first marveious. Touched by His 
love, they were willing to suffer and to die in 
His cause. That power, instead of waning with 
the increase of years, bas grown until the earth 
is filled with temples to His name. The proba- 
bilities are weighty indeed in favor of the truth 
of all these things. And then, when we look at 
the results of a spiritual life—the results of pen- 
itence and prayer and a holy living—we find, as 
we should expect to find, that those who follow 
in this way are biessed with peace, and hope, 
and rest; that they live bappy and die happy. 
The probabilities all seem to point in one way: 
and that way is the truth of what mankind have 
ail along supposed to be true. 

Thus we bave found that in all our temporal 
lite we bave torest upon the strongest proba- 
bilities; we have to walk by faith and no. by 
sight. In actual life we do this from day to day. 

e 42 accept these conditions, we con- 
fess how little we really know; and we move 
out and onward in a lite of trust; we trust air 
and water, wood and stone, nigbt and day, and 
the seasons. We trust the laws of life, we 
trust each other, and if in anything our confi- 
dence fail ＋ our plans miscarry, we do not 
ery out that ull is lost, or sit down and wait tiil 
everything is made plain. We try aguin; we 
— on Walking by tuith. Aud so we find our re- 

igious life is largely cast upon the same plane. 

is nufolded along the same plane. In religion, 
as ip other things, we know very little; but we 
are surrouuded by an immense system of 
things, we are hedged in by facts. and borne 
along by a mighty stream of probabilities, all 
pvinting to God, to immortality, to Bibie, 
to Christ, to prayer, to holiness, and td hope of 
Heaven. And now the question arises, Is it 
wise to accept and act upon the probapilities of 
our patural lives, our earthiy lives, and then 
stop short in matters of reiigion and say that 
we will believe nothing and do notbing till all 
— cleared away; we will take no step 
till we can see all the reasons and know just 
what the results will be? Isit not wise to ac- 
cept all the conditions of our lives, natural and 
Spiritual, and to summon the clearest couciu- 
sions, to weigh the probabilities and move for- 
ward as we can in a lite of faith? So it 
svems to m. 

It is well for us to understand the difference 
between a sight lite and a faith life. We have 
to live both. Our sight life, our actual know!l- 
edge, must always be a very limited life. It serves 
only a near and immodiate pu 
travel back into the past we must walk by faith.

The Greatness of Christianity, 

Spite of the disagreeable weather, there was a 
larwe congregation at the Central Church yes- 
terday moroing. Prof. Swing preached on The 
Greatness of Christianity.” Followmg is the 
sermon: 

For Lam not ashamed of the Gospei of Christ. 
Homann. i. 16. 

There must ha ve been a Roman pride in Paul's 
day, just as there is now a London pride and a 
Parisian pride. Into Rome had moved the ma- 
terial and the intellectual greatness of the au- 
cient world. Greece had handed over to Italy 
her language, and schools, and eloquence, and 
arts. The recent orators had been Koman: Cic- 
ero and Hortensius; the recent poets had been 
Roman: Virgil, and Horace, and Ovid; the great- 
est Generals bad been Roman: Pompey and 
Ceesar; and Pliny and Seneca will illustrate the 
comparative ewinence of science and morals. 
Egypt, 80 great for thousands of 
years, had become a contingent of Italy. If bu- 
man nature was thea what it now is, the inhab- 
itants of Rome must have felt that they en- 
joyed advantages and possessed merits not al- 
lutted to the millions of Palestine, Asia, and 
Africa. To such a towering city—the centre of 
the civilized word Paul expressed a great iong- 
ing to come with his new form of religion, for 
said he: “I am not ashamed of the Gospel of 
Christ.“ Ina rapid manner the apostie then 


stated the outlines of that Gospel that he might - 


piace before bis distant friends a picture of the 
religion which seemed worthy of being pro- 
claimed even in Rome. In this condensed state- 
ment there are to be found the doctrine of an 
infiait personal God, the doctrine of a spiritual 
life in Christ, the doctrine of séparation from 
sin, of faith in Jehuvab, of perpetua! wurfare 
against an evil nature, and the doctrine of an 


endless lite. 

This Gospel of which Paul was not ashamed 
bas not lost any of its merit by its fong march 
through the centuries, but it has really gained 
in diguity as it bas grown older; and the modern 
minister may say with tnis brave apustie: “I 
ain not ashamed of the Gospel of Christ.” It 
will, of course, be necessary to assume that each 
minister must not be expected to be proud over 
the interpretation of seme other mind, Paul 
may have been ashamed, for aught we know, of 
the theology of Barnabas, or of Silas, or of 
James, and these brothers may have recipro- 
cated by being ashamed of many things iu 
Pauls letters and addresses; but a a general 
way, conceding to each certain personal render- 
ings, each was broud of the new religion fresh 
from the nile of Nazareth. Thus den auy 
modern clergyman confesses himself to be 
proud of the Gospel we must understand that 
ve givries in bis own estimate of the religion of 
Jesus it beiug Wius also implied that the disci- 
pie shall bold in substance the truths of His 
Master. 

Modern Christianity surpasses in excellence 
that seen of St. Paul, because to its intrinsic 
merit it bas added the witness of experience and 
the power ofalong history. Buc let us state in 
condensed terms the reasons why no One should 
be asbamed today of the Chr stian religion. ls 
array of ideas is long and brilliant. Not all of 
them being distinctively those of Jesus, they are 
yet so interwoven into His Gospel that they be- 
come an inseparabie part of a perfect whole. 
They torm together a system perfect as a logic- 
al order and perfect asa practical philosophy. 
In this array of proposiuons first comes the Le- 
ing of God. It is not only tne greatest idea ex- 
tunt among men, but itis the most powerful. As 
an embodiment of justice it has always urged 
man to keep bis feet trom the path of ain: as an 


embodiment of love it hus cheered the bearis of | 
| ries our fathers, and mothers, and brothers have 


countiess roillons; as a type of power it has 
tilied the human mind with awe; as a @ause and 
designer of the beuutful it bas been the basis of 
art; asa reason of all being and a rational mo- 
tive of life it has exaited man and beiped make 
ulm a being of intnit progress. God has been a 
goal of thought and sentiment. 

Following this prime idea are seen now the 
doctrines of righteousness and love. and faith 
and hope, all descending from the cardinal 
thought. A8 from thé single immense root of 
that historic vine la California there issues a 
perfect gurden tull of branches and leaves, anu 
as in wututme there are tous of grapes all draw- 
ing their life and eweetness from one root, 60

when it places before us marbie emblems of the 
vast. or the harmonious, or the powerfal, or 
some of those delicate curves which Nature bas 
made us love in her hbilis and trees and foliage; 
painting is great when it embodies the beauty 
of the human face or recails some great 
event in history; music is classic and 
noble when it awakens all the nobier senti- 
ments of the listening heart and transports the 
soul as though bya golden chariot to a better 
land; political philosop.y is deep and valuabtio 
when it elaborates all the duties of a nation and 
all the righis and privileges of the humbiest cit- 
on. Thus all tuts merit is to be songht among 
the assembiages of ideas, and measered by this 


method that group of thoeghts whica springs ap 


around the word God is great by ali the kinds of 
measurement to which it can be subjected. in 
vust ness its thougotes surpass those bound up iu 
the constitutions of Scates; in bignt and great- 
ness they rise above the columns and tuwers of 
architecture; their distance and coloring sur- 
pass thuse qualities upon the canvas of the 
painter; their sweetness and mysterv excel the 
most pathetic music. They are so great and 
important that they become the cause of great- 
ness and power and form areason of the mas- 
siveness of architecture and for tho idenis of 
nations. The Egyptian and Greek art sprang 
up around the belief in a God, and out of the 
same doctrine music wove its fabric of sound, 
religion alone being a soil rich enough for such 
a barvest. The ciimate which grows great 
thoughts is peculiar. It is a kind of tropical 
sky, and possesses elements not found iu mauy 
zones. Our material worid is a perpetual em- 
blem of the spiritual one which envelops it; and 
as there are plants and fruits which will not 
flourish where frost comes or where chilling 
winds biow, 80 are there human sentiments 
which demand a climate of their own. If you 
will think for a moment you will conclude that 
religion bas always been a zone that could pro- 
duce the rarest biossoms and the rest fruis. 
In it grew the wisdom of Thebes and ot ali the 
Nile. Moses was reared in that influence, and 
helped fashion the Hebrew world. There grew 
the wise mea that paid homage to Christ. The 
same sky colored the poems of Homer and Vir- 
gil, and then sent out a power from Palestine 
that colored all subsequent civilization. 

The religious philosophy bas divided itself into 
many forms that it might go everywbere and 
leave no group of men untouched. As the river 
which tlhowed through the Garden of Eden 
divided itself into four streams, that water and 
beauty might be carried to Havilah, and Ethi- 
Opia, and Assyria,and Babylonia, and thus muke 
one river bless four empires, so this philosophy 
of God has sent out many streams, that, al- 
though of one fountain and of one destiny, they 
might bless the most possible millions of our 
race. Under its many names they bave been 
parts of but one river. Although in the first 
three centuries after Christ there sprang up 
more than fifty different sects, each following 
some Paul or Apoijos, yet each one had its 
greatness in the centrat thought which was its 
living soul. The differences were much like the 
variations in our floral world, where there are a 
hundred varieties of roses, but euch one 
is a rose. Follow Paul, or James, or Origen, 
or Augustine, or Tertullian, or Luther, 
or Calvin, or Wesley, or the Romanists, 
Bosseut and Fenelon, and you will tind 
yourself still higber than the surrounding 
politics, or art, or ethics. Defective as religion 
has often been, it has been loftier than the ad- 
rye fields of worldly wiedom or of unbelicf. 

f Caivinism was bard and narrow it was sti 
above the cotemporary politics, and if Fenelon 
and Bossuet were narrow they were grand mea 
compared with those who may have despised ia 
their day the worship and moral law of the Al- 
mighty. 

All thought is woe com parative! 
comparatively valuable. Com 
others were teaching, Paul ue not have been 
ashamed of the Gospel of Christ. Paul had 
studied and weighed the Greek L of duty 
and piety, and be had been reared amid the best 
teachings of the Mosaic pation, und he thus 
knew the merits and demerits of the Old Testa- 
ment; the Asiatic and the Roman thought were 
around dim. The air was full of the 
sentiments of antiquity, but he had seen 
the Greek mind end in statuary 
and footraces; the Asiatic thought end in indo- 
lence and decay; he had seen Roman homes 
bury their dead with no hope of reunion: he 
had permitted the Mosaic law to barden him 

men and women to prison 
and had stoned a Stepnen for freedom of 
thought, and issuing from this great comparison 
he was not ashamed of the sermon upon the 
mouut. It did not terminate in Greek statues, 
nor in Asiatic sleep, nor in Mosaic stonings, vor

80 Mag- 
nificent but so fallen, Paul wisbed to go carry- 
ing with him the throne of a just G the 
beauty, and morais, and love of rist, the 
inspiration of a redeemed earth and a final 
Heaven. Could we see Rome as Paul saw it 
when ne began this letter, we should not wouder 
that he was* not ashamea of the teachings of 
Jesus. As well might the divine Beatrice be 
ashamed of her beauty, or a summer midnight 
be ashamed of its stars. 

Perhaps. however, in the lapse of many cen- 
turies, that Gospel so much needed by the Ro- 
man Empire bus lost some of its intrinsic merit, 
and men of intellect and educgtion need no 
longer be proud of its teachings. It may be 
that civilization has made the uations inde- 
pendent of those tenets which were such a light 
to a worid that had made its day into night! 

position wuuld be more easily main- 
tained that Gospel more worthy 
today than it was when the Aposties 
were living and dyme for its principles. 
The moral need of the world is perpetual. The 
dikes of Holland that kept out the sea a bun- 
dred years ago are repelling the waves to-day,

in we know, for man will not live a bigh ite 


when the high ideals are gone, nor will he fear 
sin when atheism has tossed into the mire the 
white throne of the universe. Agnosticism or 
aihneiam removes the motives of a moral 
ana intellectual humanity because it 
reduces man to an animal and thus 
blights all that harvest that comes from men as 
a soul. Those sweeping denials will gradually 
withdraw man from poetry, and benuty, aud 
spirituality, and remand bim to the wrath of bis 
passions, Tous is the need of the spiritual 
Gospel rpetual, aud one need no more be 
ashamed of it in the nineteenth century than 
Paul was ashamed of it in the first. 

Indeed, we may advance a stepin this admira- 
tion, and may affirm that the religion of Jesus 
is greater now than it was when Paul died in its 
service. Greater, because its central truths 
have revealed more and more their infinit value, 
and greater because it bas become rich in the 
associations of history. It is not possible that 
the great apostie just emerging from Judaism 
and standing by the intant Christianity, still in 
its cradie, was able to measure the full excel- 
leude of the new faith. No finite mind could 
have seen at once how those words of 
Jesus involved the liberty and equality of 
men, the happiness of little children, the 
freedom and giory of woman, the reform of the 
druukard, the enthronement of charity, and the 
many-sided exaltation of the soul. As Watt 
could not have read the mission of dis engine, 
as Dante, and Milton, and Snakspeare could 
not bave foreseen the fame of their writings, 8o 
Paul must have sailed to Rome without alt 
realizing what a philosophy he was bearing, and 
what a crown of immortality was being voveu 
for bis own forehead. Of homely personal ap- 
pearance, small, stooping, bald. high-nosed, 
weak-eyed, be was taken up by the grandeur of 
his Gospel and life, and was carried far above 
the common multitudes of the vaie. His name, 
perhaps once a form of derision, became wedded 
to the word saint, and is known ia nations which 
had no existence when this Apostle was speak- 
ing from the steps in Athens. These triumpnhs 
ot a name mark the unfolding of the value of 
the Gospel, and remind us that Paul was proud 
of sometamg thai was to be greater than his 
dream. 

To an unfolding intrinsic worth must now be 
added the value of the long aud dear assoviations 
of history. The Gospel, great in itseif, has been 
made of untold worth by the experience of the 
marcning host. In the Courch of eighteen centu- 


suid their prayers and sung their hymns; indecd, 
Coristianity being only a perfected worship, we 
may affirm that in ali the career of our race on 
earth bus man prayed,and sung, and boped. 
Even so far away as io Jerusalem under Solomon 
the heart sang ite blessed psaims, and all other 
undoos everywhere bave sung their sublime re- 
sponses and joined in the deep amen. in the 
Chureb, notin atheism or agnosticism, hus the 
beurt dreamed of the welfare of the barbarous 
tribes: and out of this Onrist-born sympathy 
Du ve issued the Xaviers, and Marguettes, and 
Judsons. Chautenubrand says: “ The ancient 
philosuphers ctheinsefves never quitted tue en- 
chanting walks of Academus and the pleasures of 
Athens to go ander the guidauve vf a sublime 
impulse to civilize the savage, to teach the ig- 
norant, to beal the sick, to sow seeds of peace 
among hostile nations, but to do these works 
Christians bave penetrated immense forests, 
crossed dangerous seaa, encountered bostile and 
cruel oations, to «truggie with the ignorance 
and habits of barbarism.” The music of this 
worship bas sounded around the worid in tones 
better than the report of a gun or the sound of 
British drum-beat. lu cathedral, and minster, 
and chupei, and in the plan meeting-house of 
Dakota or Nebraska, religion bas been a song, a 
tear of peuitepce or hupe, a perfect inspiration 
of the heart. The faith of the worshiper has 
made Heaven come down to man to biend with 
his feelings and thoughts. By beip of religion 
the grave has been decorated with tlowers, and 
the soul bas seen its handful of vears changed 
mio an immortality. In this enlargement of 
man Christ is seen as an adequate cause, 
and with this vision of exceilence all shame of 
the Gospel passes away; far better be asbamed 
of eloquence, and art, and poetry, and pul- 
osophy than of the cardinal tenets of religion. 
Ot ar.beism or agnosticism we might dare be 
ashamed. If beid it would seem to merit the 
regrets and the silence of its intellectual pos- 
sessOor, for it can never show the richness of 
virtue, and hope, and love, and art, and en- 
thusiasm contained nm the holy urns of piety. 
Those wbo hold such chilling negations should 
speak, if at all, like one who bears bad news toa 
home circie; their feet sbould be lenden as those 
of a messeuger who carries news of a lost battle 
to the patriots whose hearts must broak at the 
tidmes. The modern negatives are not only 
empty of a Creator, but with this fall of the 
Deity the stars fall also; and eloquence, and 
song. and virtue, and zeal, and spirituality die 
aiong with the dying God, 


DR. LORIMER. 


The Transficuration of Jesus. 

Dr. Lorimer preached last cvening in the Im- 
manuel Baptist Church on The Transfigura- 
tion of Jesus.“ Following is the sermon: 

He was transfigured beforé them.— Mark, 
., 2. 

In the northern boundary of Palestine Mount 
Hermon stands robed with verdure and crowned 
with snow. Its venerable triple creet risés some 
10,000 feet above the western sea, and overlooks 
the land of Zebulon and of Naphtali, and even 
brings within the range of human vision the si- 
ver-gleaming waters of Galilee, aud the broken, 
rugged country about Nazareth. From the near 
neiahborhood of Cresarea Philippi Jesus, with 
three of His disciples, came to pray and medi- 
tate un these white bills near to Heaven: and 
there the resplendent event described in the text 
took place, which had more of heaveuly glory in 
it than any Other that occurred during His earth- 
ly ministry. Doth He and His foliowers needed 
the composure which Nature's tranquillity is 
tuted to impart. aud the seclusion tor vom- 
munion with God wh:ch Nature's solitudes af- 
ford, for they had been Couversing on subjects 
discouraging and distressful, and He had grown 
weary with their duilness, and they with His 
impenctrable paradexes. Peter had confessed 
that Jesus was the Christ, 
ot the living God,” apd 
discoursed on the character and the 
indestructibleness of His Cuuren: but just as 
hope and evthusiasm were kindling their fires 
in the breast of the aposties He began to speak 
of His betrayal and death. They were instan- 
tuneously depressed, and having remonstrated 
with Him they were thrown into deeper de- 
spundency by His announcement that even they 
must jose their life if they would save it.” 
This was more than they could r. Thut they, 
the chosen of Heaven, the representatives of the 
new economy, should be subject to humiliucion 
und cross-beartng was so contrary to their ex- 
pectauons as to be offensive to their pride and 
iueredivie to their faith. The Master, while 
worn and tried by their childishness and by their 
appurent inability to appreciate what He said 
regarding tue inevitableness of His resurrection, 
sympathized with their perplexities, and assured 
them that some among them sbould not taste 
death till they had seen the Son of Man coming 
in His Kingoom. The fuililiment of this predic- 
tien would convince them that the darkness 
whicb they dreaded was iuseparabie trom the 
light, and that the cheerless valleys through 
which they and He were bound to pass would 


widen at last into the broad sunlit plains of vie- 


tory. Thus He sought to remove the doubts and 
fears of His followers, and, a tng to the tes- 
timony of Peter, His encouraging — 12 was 
accomplished when He was trunsfigured before 
them “in the holy mount (II. Peter, vii., 16-18). 
Wben Muses returned from his myste in- 
tercourse with the Aimighty on Sinai, the skin 
of his face shone so intensely that Aaron and 
the children of Israel were afraid. An apostic 
referring to this enon says that they 
could not steadfastiy behold his face for the 
glory of his countenance; and, consequently, he 
bud to wear a veil until he had completed the 
delivery of bis Just us the surface

Jesus was. We cannot; therefore. ascribe the 
change to either. it must bave been due to an 
inner, native, and pent-up giory which could not 
be restrained, and which, surging lise a swollen 
sen, overtiowed its pnysical boundaries, and 
deiuged even the habiliments of poverty with 
its fluod. 

You bave doubtless observed at times the 
witness which the human countenance bears to 
the state ot the emonons. Moral feelings ex- 
press themselves materiatly. Josepb Cock hus 
called atteation to the Sar look: and a careful 
induction loads to the conclusion that it is nat- 
ural for sin tu invest the face with sbadows, and 
fur righteousness to beautify it with light. 
Hence, notice the difference bet ween a laughing, 
innocent infant and a scowling, guilty crim- 
inal. The skin of the one white and 

as t and stars were 
tiusbing in the soul: while the skin of the other 
is dark and dusty, and che eyes dull and cold, as 
though the fires bad woue out and left the soul 
like the crater of an extinct voleano. If the 
spiritual in man reveals and asserts itseif in this 
way, if virgia-like purity shines with the unob- 
trusive gleam of pearl, and if the aureoie 
around the head of the most saintly is the trib- 
ute of imagination to such bolimess, then we 
muy believe what l bave ventured to assume— 
that the outward spiendor of Jesus on Hermon 
hty upheaval in the inner 
life. This analogy, faint though it may be. 
shows bow a spiritual cause may have uced 
this physical result; and, if we may measure 
the maguitude of the cause by the grandeur of 
the result, then it must follow, as the highest 
human virtue bas never produced in comparison 
with the trausaguratlon more than the givuw- 
worm's iustre, that the transtiguration must be 
attributed to the manitestauon of the Divine 
nuture to the consciousness of Jesus. This, I 
hold, is a lewitimate inference, and only sat- 
isfactory expinnanon of tbe marvelous transi- 
tion we are studying. Accept tuis view, and the 
sublime transaction becomes comparatively 
clear, and at a glance we are able to 
perceive the transcendency of the scene 
vn Hermon over that of Sal. Moses comes in 
personal contact with the Almighty, and bis 
tace catches and reflects Hts glory, as I have 
seen the Juuogtfrau bathe her white bead in 
suu's crimson glow, and then flash and quiver 
like an opalescent diadem. With Jesus it was 
ditferent. The * fuliness of the Godhead,” what- 
ever that may mean, dweit in His mortal nat- 
ure, and on Hermon broke through it, as the 
inner tires of earth might stream through the 
outer sbeil and Se. = with intolerable 
flame, or as the colored auty and fragrant 
breath peut up and treasured in the bud uf 
flower burst forth in early summer tosweeteno 
the air and adorn the landscape. 

There is nothing identical with this in human 
experience, Dut there is something similar. 
Never docs the poysical form of man, however 
radiant at times it may appear, take on the 
giistening glory of the transfiiguration; but there 
ure supreme moments in the suul’s history when 
it passes from a iowertoa higher state, and 
when it becomes transplendeat witn lofty 
thougbts and beaveniy emotions. Men have 
their bigber moods, when tney ure oblivious to 
the sway of pas#ion and indifferent to the 
sights and sounds of eurth, and when 
they are conseiously superior to the glittering 
meunness of the world in which they 
live. There are seasons when they tread on 
clouds more gorgeous than any in which the sua 
was ever cradled; they behold visions fairer 
than art bas ever painted, and hear melodies 
sweeter than music bas discoursed. Now the 
ecstacy of rebgion, then the intoxication of 
genius, or the delicious delerium of fancy, 
thrills them with score of their buse common- 
place surroundings, aud cheapens the affairs 
which ordioarily appeal so potently to their 
vulgar ambitions aud desires. These are the 
sacred hours when poetry indites ber song, when 
hurmony chants her anthem, when art outlines 
her picture or ber marble, and when piety 
propbesies of Heaven, and wen are born tuose 
fuir and grand ideais which human skill falis 
short ot executing, and which no amount of 
culcured care and loving labor can ever actual- 
ize. Fittingly may such exalted experiences 
be regarded as the soui’s transtiguration; for, 
like tue transfiguration of our Lord, they reveal 
a nature mysteriously, unexplorably, and almost 
infinitly great. Such an elevation is sometimes 
touched ip that spiritual transition Known com- 
monly as conversion. When the depth 
ot personal depravity and guilt 
been sounded, and when, in answer 
to the earnest cry tor mervy, the conscious- 
ness of divine forgiveness is enjoyed, the 
sinner often feels hinself capable of devotion, 
sacrifice, ano beroism, such as in previous men- 
tual states be never realized, and rises to visions 
of a land whose fadeless and matchiess giorics 
eve Canuot compass nor tongue report. I do 
net say that all wbo turn from their iniquities to 
Cbrist altain to this bight of Diessedness, neither 
du | claim Chat avy sbouid pely on rhapsodies as 
evidence of uceeptance with God; but I do be- 
lieve that they are possibie and in many in- 
stances actunl. But perhaps more frequently 
ure they experienced later in the Christian ca- 
reer. Dur sacred seasons Of religious medi- 
don, When the soul is atuirst for God, when it 
urdeutiy searches for Him witbio and without, 
and when it scems to tread the very contines of 
the invisible, then spiritual powers unrecog- 
nized betore assert Wweuselves, then thougnt 
grows luminous aod expansive, and then che 
saint thrilis witb tremulous = at the sub- 
lime possibilities of existence. There are also 

lite when eudeavors are 
beyond ordinary strength, 
surpassing likewise in moral dignuy all 
other acts, and which, if their sources 
could be analyzed, would reveal a sud- 
deu uprising of the better nature. That 
girl, who on toe night of the tempest, when wind 
and wave bad rendered fatally insecure the gid- 
dy trestie-hridge over which the approaching 
tram would attempt to traverse, crevt painfuliy 
along tae harrow, fruil support, with a yawning 
abyss beneath and elemeniai strife around, that 
she might warn aud save the express then 
speeding to its ruin, must have been under pow- 
erful emouon—must bave reached a degree of 
eXaltation Mat transformed der from a timid 
muiden into something more than woman. She 
and others who accomplish similar feats in re- 
auty enter the same domain of lofty and ex- 
cited feel which the poet and the artist enter 
when their dream-like ideals fash upon them: 
only their fervid couceptions take shupe in book 
or picture, while the image which upifts itseif 
befure the hero-soul takes form in deeds—in 
deeds more musical thau roytomic verse, and 
more Vivid thun gorgeous-culorea picture. Aud 
thus through life, at vurivus periods, these bigh- 
er movds come over us when, with Paul. 
we hardly kuow whether we are in the 
body or out of the body; and in the 
hour of death many a saint bas experienced 
chem more tuily than erer, and has thought 
bimselt out of the body while yet in the body. 
Theu the grander, diviuer nature comes to the 
furefruut of Consciousness, and its wigbty pin- 
jous, Whica never more than fluttered iu the 
past, are felt to be outsprea uplifting the 
immortal spirit far above tal fogs of 
earth and the prison-bvuuse of time. 

When Jesus was trunstigured He held com- 
Mutton with the departed. Muses and Elijah 
appeared in company with Him on Mount Her- 
mou; the one, according to a fuvorit idea of the 
commentators, represeuting the law, the other 
the prophets; the one recalling the foundation 
of Israei as a Commonweaith, other its ref- 
vormation. Most likely they ca from the un- 
seen to bear testimony to our Lord's Messiah- 
ship, especially to manifest Him in the presence 
oft His discipies as the Being of promise who ful- 
nlled the law and the pruphets. This tribute 
was of grave moment just at that crisis, whea 
the hearts of His fohowers were tailing them for 
tear, and when glvomy disappvuintment was mas- 
tering their ian, It has an equal value, though 
inadifferent direction, for us. Weare not in- 
clined to question the dignity of Jesus, or to re- 
ject His oificework oa account of the bumiliat- 
ing circumstances of His life; and therefore we 
could easily dispense with this su peruaturai visit- 
ation; but we are in this materialistic uge sadiy 
tortured with doubts

would ultimately give way beueath such excita- 
tion if it were proionged indetinitiy, or were to 
recur too {[péquentiy. Moreover, it would tend 
to unfit both head and heart for practical con- 
ceru io secular and religious work. We know 
already that they who live in ordinary dreani- 
land, who give themselves to reverie, and much 
more those who are intluenced toa higu degree 
by poetic fancy. are generally impracticable, 
and witb great difficulty bring mseives down 
to the level of sober, commonplace affairs. How 
then would it be were we to live perpetually on 
the mount, enchanted by its „ and 
bathed in its boly light? Alas! we wouid 
be apt to say as did the fiscipies on 
Herman, “It is good fur us be here; 
let us build three tabernacies.” There would 
they bave willingly remained, heediess of the 
ag not far from them; and, jostin their 
own enjoyment, would have negieeted the 
world cry piteousiy fur belp in the dark 
places beyoud. Raphael, in bis celebrated pict- 
ure of Corist's truusuzuration, represeats two 
separate incidents; the calm majesty of thé 
sacred 4igures, standing in the golden light of 
Paradise, fille the upper portion of the master- 
piece, while below, and in striking cuntrast, the 
excited throng of je gathered near the 

lad is ly and strongly depicted. 
ere we have the extremes of biesseduess and 
wretcbedness, of repose and restiesness, of joy 
and sorrow; and the artist in combin them 
on one canvas would teach what the exampie 
ot our Lord, whe went immediately from the 
mountain toa work of practical philanthropy, 
aiso teaches, that in our supreme moments o 
almost celestial bappiness we should not forget 
the suffering miilions who lie moaning at our 
doors; and that, if we would care fur them, we 
must leave our exalted moods and come down to 
them in the spirit of helpful sympathy. From 
allof which let us learn that, while these bien 
aud sweet experiences. are to be sought and 
coveted, we should neither grow morbid nor 
discouraged when they cease; but from them 
should gather inspiration for the discha of 
that beuling ministry to which we have 
called by Curist. 

One final thought. Wenaturally asx, How is 
this soul-transtiguration to be attained? The 
scene oh Hermon furnishes au answer. You 
remeraber the discipies were anxious to 
build tabern&gles to Moses and Elijah, as well 
as to Jesus. ut as they spake the prophet and 
the lawgiver vanished from their eyes, and they 
beheid Jesus only.“ while a Divine voice ex- 
ciaimed, “This is my beloved Son, bear ye 
Him. All this was signiticant. It tadicated in 
the clearest manner the exclusive supremacy 
of Jesus in everything pertainmg to religion. 
He stands alone, the sole and ouly Savior, to- 
ward whose eflicacious medianon the grandest 
saints can add nothing either of counsel ar of 
merit. To Him, therefore, and to Him alone, 
must we look tor eternal life, and through Him 
must we strive for Heaven. So it aiso follows 
that faith in Him is the source of our more ex- 
aitead moods, and that He it is, dwelling in us 
the hope of glory, who unseals our eyes to see 
the wondrous things of His kingdom, and uno 
discloses to our consciousness the marvelous 
spiendurs of our immortal nature. But faith is 
not the sole prerequisit to this gracivus boon. 
Tue seifishn, the woridiy-minded never obtain it. 
We never have beard of those who are self- 
seeking, proud, vain, and arrogant doubt- 
ing as to whether they are in the body 
or out of the body, and never have they 
felt what 1 have so inadequately de- 
scribed. Tuber may be Christians, but, bemg 
ot the formal sort, they are strangers to the 
deeper and sweeter experiences of religion. 
These are conditioned on self-abnegation, and 
on that cross—bearing spirit of which the Master 
spoke jus before be sought the mountain's sol- 
itude. We must be emptiedof self, must realize 
our nothingness, be swallowed up and lost in 
Christ, if we would ascend the sun-lit ranges. 
There is an Eastern fable given by Hunt from 
Jelaleddin which beautifully expresses this idea. 
“One knocked at the Beioved's door; and a 
voice asked from within, ‘Whois there?’ And 
be answered, It is 1.“ Then the voice said, 
‘This bouse will not hold me and thee.” And 
the door was not opened. Then went the lover 
into tup desert, and fasted and prayed in sol- 
tude. And after a year he returned and knocked 
again atthe door. Aud again the voce ask 
‘Whois there?’ And he said, R ts Unyeeds! 
And the door was opeved to bim.“ Thus may 
we go bo Garin, EY saying, “ Let me into 
thy favor; itis J. He will not, however, open 
unto us. But if we overcome this haugbty 
spirit, and if we make Him the foundation of our 
bope, and if we submit our will to His, so that we 
bave no will of our own, and if we cun excisim 
witb Paul. Llive, yet not I. it is Christ that liv- 
eth in me, then when we appeal for entrance 
we shu say, It is Thyself’: and, beariag this, 
He will not only open wide the doors, but He 
will jead us tu that high throne in the palace of 
His love where coronation robes await the soul, 
und where it shall be ia some solemn hour trans- 
1 it sb be finally in the Paradise 
above.

SHORT SELLERS IN GRAIN. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

ONARGA, March %.—Ever since 1878 the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade have been legislating to 
control speculation, passed rules to preveat 
“running of corners,“ etc.; bat it seems to an 
outsider that all the efforts have but tended to 
foster the evil instead of restraining it, for 
speculation “On Change bas increased an 
hundredfold since that time. 

After the adoption of the rules it soon be- 
came patent that the way to doit was to sell 
on every buige, break the market, and then buy 
it in. As early as 1875 I had young men on 
Change tell me, in a friendly way: If you want 
to make money, always seil first; seil on every 
bulge, eto.“ Very many members of the board 
think that the tendency of these rules is to pro- 
tect shorts. Under the rules no one is obliged to 
“deliver” on contracts. There is only a5 per 
cent penalty, and many efforts have been made 
to have said rules repeaied, but it appears that 


the scalpers are in the majority, and every such 


effort has failed. 

The board is eminently democratic—the mem- 
ber who never bandles a bushel of grain can 
neutralize the vote of the man who receives or 
ships millions of bushels per annum and the 
consequence is that the board is controlled by 
the irresponsible majority, and the effect must 
be. if this is continued, to ultimately bring the 
board into disrepute and seriously 
trade of Chicago. 

Chicago boasts of its wonderful growth and 
increase of business, and with reason, but it is 
equally true that itis not increasing as fast as 
the country is. Every yeara larger per cent of 
the produce “goes round Chicago—every year 
the cry is raised of discrimination against it, 
until one would think that the country was run 
for the benefit of the city and passe to pay toil 
on everything the farmer had to sell. 

i wish to show how this whole system looks to 
a country maa. 

— 17 is harvested in this latitude in 
July and August, and is ready for market as 


‘goon as thrashed. A very large majority of pro- 


ducers need the proceeds of their crops as soon 
as possible. but a very large proportion, and 
néurly all, ofthe consumers only buy as their 
necessitics require; bence the bulk of the crop 
must be bought by capitalists and carried until 
consumers are ready to take it. Messrs. Sturges. 
Keene, McGeoch, or any one else who has 
money has the perfect right to buy wheat or corn 
if he thinks it will pay him a better interest 
than bonds or stocks. Any one who has grain, 
or expects to have, has the right to sell for im- 
mediate or future delivery, and the purchaser 
has no way of knowing whether the seller in- 
tends to deliver or not. , 

Every candid man will agree that this is a 
proper and legitimate use of capital, and tho 
capitalist ig a public benefactor. Without bim 
prices would be ruinously low in harvest time, 
und famine prices would prevail before another 
crop is ready to market. 

But under the nodern system these purchasers 
are considered the legitimato prey of a set of 
jackals who lay in wait to devour them. They 
are ready to sell the crop of the country before 
itis half grown, and when they have sold a 
large amount, all possible influences are brought 
to bear to depress prices. The most outrageous 
faisebvods are published to deter the consumer 
from purchasing; the crop prospects are im- 
mensely magnified, and fabulous quantities of 
grain reported as still to come forward, until, in 
uine cases out of ten, they gain the victory and 
rake in the spoils, or, rather, the jackals devour 
the carcass. It is seidom that a corner wins (or, 
rather, au effort to sustain prices). and it is 
doubtful if any of the su-calied “ corners” have 
been‘started intentionally. If Mr. A or B has 
purchased a large quantity of grain, either cash 
or futare, and finds an organized effort is made 
by the parties he has bougbt from to break 
down prices and render him unable to carry his 
load, or refuse to deliver the goods, it is natural 
for bim to use his best endeavors tocarry it 
through, and a corner is the result. 

The seliers endeavor to load him down by gell- 
ing until he can take no more, and, as I have 
said, they generally succeed, and the buyer is 
ruined; bis carcass goes tw help fatten 
the worthless short, who is of no earthly use 
whatever, and the eutire country is injured by 
depréciation of values. Is not the natural re- 
sult of all this to discourage capitai from carry- 
ing our products? Who over beard any sym- 

athy for an unfortunate bull? Jim Keéne has
